The figure means (if you like
averages) we're worth $10,000
each. Growth rate since the
end of World War II have
varied sharply among different
classifications, Total household
wealth has advanced by 150
per cent, but assets held by
the federal government have
risen a modest 40 per cent.
Households account for the
largest chunk of the total, with
incorporated businesses a dis-
tant second.
